On the question of the efficiency for farm 
work of men obtained through the Labour 
Exchange a number of speakers complamed 
that the men sent them from the exchanges 
were of no use to them. 

The Chairman, Mr. Ernest Alton (Knares- 
borough) thought the difficulty went much 
deeper, and that the only remedy was more 
education in agricultural subjects in rural 
areas, 

Though the meeting generally agreed with 
the terms of the resolution, it was thought 
that no useful purpase could be served in 
sending it to the Government.

Nearly '1,500 inhabitants of the Killiney 
urban district were yesterday without water. 
‘The whole village ot Killiney had none, This: 


it became acute, and jhe climax was “eached 
on Wednesday, when all the housea iu. the 
high-level area were left without water. Fen 
houses directly eonnected with the .nain, as 
well as those depending on the ouncil’s 
high tank, had no water supply. 
At present Killiney has an augmented 
summer population, and all the boarding- |, 
houses are full of visitors. 
(Mr. Robert Cunningham 
barded with complaints, 
entertaining —— ere ee pron Al ~~ 
disperse their house parties, and 
homens occupied by summer residents state 
that their tenants are threatening to leave. 
Although Mr. Cunningham has done all in 
his power to relieve this serious situation, he 
has to confess that the remedy is not in his 


hands. 
THE CORPORATION SUPPLY. 

The water of the district is obtained from 
tha Dublin Corporation. They made altera- 
tions in their system of supply, and it is 
stuted that when doing so lack of water 
pressure in the Killiney district was foreseen. 

Mr. Cunningham informed an /rish Times 
representative last night that as far back as 
23rd May, 1930, the City ap ay wrote in- 
forming them that—"' When the Booster plant 
comes mito operation in Stillorgan the pressure 
of water in your area will be reduced to 
what it was before the supply was connected 
with the 24-inch main.” The letter further 
stated that the transfer of the Killiney 
supply back to the 33-inch main would take 
place in about a month's time. 

Mr. Cunningham stated that when, they got 
that letter they said that the 35-inch would 
give them an adequate supply Á they would 
then get the Rathmichael tank pressure. 
That main got a 360 feet pressure, which 
was ample for their purposes, and under their 
agreement. tue -Corporation were, hound to, 
give them such a pressure. | 

THE HIGH LEVEL AREA. 

What is happening, said Mr. Cunningham, 
is that we are not getting water for our 
houses on the 250 feet to the 300 feet level. 
All our high level area is without water, as 
we-are not getting the 350 feet .Rathmichael 
pressure. Twelve days ago it was evident 
that the pressure was not what it should be. 
Representations: were made. with the re- 
sult that the Killiney Town Surveyor 
received a etter dated‘ Ist inst from 
Mr. Sullivan, Engineer to the Dublin 
Waterworks Department, in which it was 
stated: “ With regard to the pressure of your 
water supply, I had a test carried out on 
yesterday, as arranged, to ascertain whether, 
if your supply was taken. from_ the .33-inch 
main instead of from the 24inch main, as at 
present, you would get any additional pres- 
sure. As a result I am satisfied that an in- 
crease would- not be attained by this means.” 

The Killiney Urban Council, viewing. the 
position as most serious for their ratepayers, 
determined to call the attention of the 
Minister for Local Government to their case, 
and to seek the Department’s support in com- 
pelling the Dublin Corporation to give their 
district the water pressure that they were 
Pentitled to under agreement with the Corpora- 


tion. Poke? 
COUNCIL'S RESOLUTION. 

On the 6t# inst. the Council met and passed 
a resolution as follows; ' The Urban Council 
have this evening learned from the Town 
Surveyor the difficulty of maihtaiming a supply 
of water by gravitation to houses on the 
higher levels, and to the intake tank from 
which water is pumped for the use of the 
Killiney village and neighbourhood. This 
difficulty has arisen since the introduction of 
the Booster plant by the Dublin Corporation 
at Stillorgan reservoir. It is resolved 
that the immediate ‘attention of the De- 
partment of Local Government be called 
to the serious danger and menace 
thereby threatening the inhabitants 
of the. district, and we request that the 
Department will ‘insist on the Corporation 
carrying out its agreement with the Council, 
whereby they are bound to give a supply of 
water at the pressure of the Rathmichae! 
tank, which pressure formerly proved 
sufficient, The Council respectfully urge the 
necessity for prompt action being taken, as 
there is grave danger of the district men- 
tioned being left without water.” 

Last night Mr. Cunningham stated that 
he had learned from the officials at Stillorgan 
that an increased pressure would be given 
at the pumping: station, but at 8 p.m. he 
made a protest that they were getting a very 
feeble supply to, the intake tank, and 
that the houses on the main were no better 
off, A man would stand by al) might at the 
pumping station. He feared, he said, that 
unless the pressure was better than they wére 
getting at that hour, the man would be 
pumping air.

REGISTRATION OF 
ACCOUNTANTS. 


REPORT OF DEPARTMENTAL 
COMMITTEE. 


The Departmental Committee appointed by 
the British Board of Trade to consider the 
position of accotintants has decided that “it 
Is not desirable to restrict the practice of the 
profession of accountancy to persons whose 
names would be inscribed in a register estab- 
lished by law.” 

In its report, issued yesterday, the Com- 
mittee states that the evidence furnished to 
it indicated that “neither small traders nor 
other taxpayers suffer to_any substantial ex- 
tent as a result of employing individuals who 
hold themselves out as accountants, but are 
not competent to do the work which they

are employed to do. Hadds :—"' None 
of the witnesses has been able to show that 
the section of the public which has need of 
accountancy service has expressed any desire 
for a change in the existing state of affairs. ' 

The Committee does not favour either a 
partial scheme of compulsory registration or 
a provision that only persons on a register 
should be permitted to andit accounts re- 
quired by statute. Such a requirement, it 
says, would impose an expense on over ninet 
thousand «private companies—many of whic 
are very small concerns—for which, so far 
as the Committee is aware, there is mo justifi- 
cation.

REVISED ARRANGEMENTS. 


We are informed by the Department oí 


‘Education in’ ‘Dublin -that in some of the 


statements: which recently appeared in the 
Press there were imaccuracies in regard to 
the revised arrangements which are being 
made for the admission of students to train- 
ing. : 

Students now proceed to training along 
three well-defined lines :— 

(1) Prepa:atory College students who cover 
a four years’ secondary tourse through the 
medium of trish in the Preparatory Colleges, 
pass the Secondary Schools’ Branch Leaving 
Cettificate Examination, and fulfil certain 
other concitions required by the Department. 
(2) Pupil teachers appointed on the result 
of the Intermediate Certijicate Examination 
of the Secondary Schools’ Branch who subse- 
quently cover a two years’ secondary school 
course at specially approved secondary schools, 
pass the Leaving Certificate Examination at 
the end of the course and falfil certain othe 
conditions required’ by the Department. 

(á) Candidates who pass ‘a preliminary ex- 
amination.at Easter in oral Irish, oral Eng- 
lish and practical tests in singing and (for 
girls) in needlework, and who, .being subse- 
uently admitted to the Secondary Schools’ 
eaving Certificate Examination on the con- 
ditions set out in the official circular, pass 
this examination and fulfil the equiréments 
of the Department in other respects. 

A certain number’ of places are reserved for 
Untrained assistants (including members of 
teligions communities) and university gradu- 
ates who possess such qualifications as are 
required by the Department. 

Candidates for the position of junior as- 
sistant mistress will also be required in future 
to present themselves for the preliminary ex- 
amination at Easter as at (3) above, and sub- 
sequently for the Secondary Schools’ Branch 
Leaving Certificate Examination. 

It will be observed that the effect of these 
new regulations is to abolish what was pre- 
viously known as the Haster Scholarship Fx- 
amination, and to substitre therefor a pre- 
liminary examination at Easter, followed by 


ottendance at the Secondary Schools’ Branch 
Leaving Certificate Examination.

PILOT KILLED ON SUSSEX 
DOWNS. 

Sergeant Owen Herbert McNair, of. the 
Royal Air Force. was killed when a machine 
«hich be was piloting crashed at a point on 
the Sussex Downs, between Walmer and 
tottingdean, yesterday ‘lhe aeroplane was 
a single-seater fighting machine, belonging to 
the 25th Squadron, which is stationed at 
Hawkinge. it was one of six aeroplanes en- 
gaged in displays of bombing and aerial war- 
tare, and it crashed close to about twelve 
hundred men of the Royal Fusiliers (London) 
Regiment. 

Mr. J. C. Vaizey, of Brighton, who was an 
cye-withess, stated that the machine had been 
looping the loop. The pilot descended to 
within twenty feet of the ground, apparentiy 
to demonstrate machine-gun fire, when 
suddenly his engine seemed to stop and he 
lost flying way and fell. The aeroplane 
ploughed along the ground for a short dis- 
tence, and stopped with its nose in the earth. 
The undercarnage and landing gear were 
destroyed. 


RAILWAY CROSSING 
DEATH.

CORONER'S COMMENT. 


Strong complaints about what, he described 
as the “inadeguate precautions”’ taken by 
the L.M.S. Railway Company to prevent 
people using a level crossing at Holbeck 
Station, Leeds, where Mrs. Ellen Johnson 
(28), of Bath Grove, Stanningley road, Leeds, 
was knocked down and killed on Thursday 
night, were made by the Leeds Coroner at 
the inquest yesterday 

Mrs. Margaret Wood, of Bramley, a sister- 
in-law , said that she and Mrs. Johnson 
alighted from the Harrogate train and wished 
to get to the other side to catch a "bus. It 
was very dark at the time, and she did not 
see the notice for persons to cross only by 
the bridge. i 

The Coroner said that it was for the jury 
to decide whether the railway ccmpany was 
to blame for having a notice like the one 
there; but, to his mind, the men who col- 
lected the tickets should be stationed near 
the bridge, and should stop people going 
down the level crossing. He added that he 
was surprised that there had not been more 
accidents there. 

Returning a verdict of accidental death, the 
jury stated that they would like to see the 
notice more prominently displayed, and, if 
possible, some means taken for preventing 
people from going on the level crossing. When 
a representative said that he could not pro- 
mise that the recommendation would be en- 
forced, as the company carried out the Board 
of Trade regulations, the Coroner said that 
he would write the company, as the spot was 
little more than a death trap.

The thing 
has been done bravely, finely, modestly 
—but now the new “publicity ” inter- 
venes. It thrusts its patronage upon the 


which too often are irresistible. An 
immense campaign of advertisement is 
organised. All the mechanics of modern 
glory—processions, cinematograph films, 
newspapers, broadcasting—are put at the 
hero’s service; but, of course, everything 
has its price. In this case the organiser’s 
price is a rather more than half-share in 
the advertisement of fame. 

Commercial enterprise deserves its 
rewards, but the price of the new fame ia 
too heavy. These orgies of organised 
“ publicity ” cheapen achievement. They 
reduce idealism, skill and courage to the 
level of the market-place. The vulgar 
may applaud, but in the minds of 
educated men the petty side of the whole 
business gradually obscures its nobler 
aspects. The first emotion that greeted 
the deed of valour dies in a feeling of 
revulsion, and the thing to which they 
would have conceded immortality is dis- 
missed as a nine days’ wonder. Since 
history is written by educated men, this 
collapse of admiration into indifference or 
disgust not only robs the world of a fine 
impulse, but is unfair to the man who did 
the great thing greatly. Moreover, he 
may be the victim of something worse 
than unfairness. There is a real danger 
that his finer qualities may suffer when 
“ publicity ’’ takes command of his 
fortunes. He becomes the object of such 
notoriety and adulation as are good for 
no young man—and most of these modern 
heroes are young. Can we blame him, 
indeed, if, under the process of advertise- 
ment, his modesty hardens into vanity 
‘and his ideals fall to the ground? lí 
Nelson had been caught young by the 
devices of modern ‘publicity,’ his 
career might have been ruined. Finally, 
this commercialised hero-worship substi- 
tutes the prospect of reward for the 
prospect of fame, and encumbers adven- 
ture with the thought of money-making. 
It sets the prize above the goal. 

Thirty years ago England had no tube 
railways, motor ’buses, aeroplanes, talking 
pictures or ‘‘ wireless,’ and was almost 
without motor cars, telephones and electric 
light, Such change, when we catalogue it, 
is astonishing, but other changes during 
the same period, while they have attracted 
less notice, are not less radical. Among 
the most formidable of these is the new 
management of public opinion. In days 
when men who are still only middle-aged 
were boys the agencies which controlled 
public opinion were governed by some 
strict principles. They may have misjudged 
the public’s needs, and may have led it 
wrongly, but they never treated it as a 
creature of whims or held that what it 
wanted was, therefore, good for it. To- 
day some important agencies, professing 
to lead public opinion, seem to assume 
that it is utterly fickle-minded. At 
once its master and its slave, their 
whole existence is a frantic effort to 
anticipate democracy’s wishes; and, when 
they find themselves mistaken, they are 
instant, like Mr. Kipling’s banjo, to 
change their leg and start again. So it 
happens that a large portion of British 
democracy now subsists upon a policy of 
stunts’’ which constitutes one of the 
gravest dangers of our time. Daily the 
country is fed upon panics and optimisms, 
Daily it is invited to depose old leaders, 
and daily some new hero is pushed into 
the lime-light—

The operation orders for military 
manceuvres of all sorts often appear to 
civilians to demand unusual powers of 
imagination from the participants. Thus 
the statement that for the purposes of the 
air exercises, which will begin next Tues- 
day, Catterick is a main sea port, and 


places, contains the Welsh marshes, and 
the Counties of Somerset, Dorset and 
Hampshire, is “a land wholly unattrac- 
tive and valueless,’’’ however surprising, 
must be regarded as customary.

The intention of the authori- 
tiex_is to develop initiative and rapid 
decision among staffs and squadrons, and 
the Blue Colony, comprising, roughly, 
Wales and the ancient kingdoms of 
Wessex and Kent, has mobilised a large 
force of bomber squadrons to attack its 
more industrialised Red enemy. In the 
case of the Territorial Army manceuvres, 
of ,which the defence of Dover is the 
decisive affair, the Staff has been 
inspired to unexpected humour. A 
war, we were told, had long been 
brewing between Thanet and Kent 
owing to “ Kentish financial interests in 
the Thanet coalfields.’’ Since the small 
size of the Kent force available for the 
attack on Dover seemed to call for com- 
ment, the Staff ascribed the supposed 
tardiness of Kent’s mobilisation to an 
outbreak of psittacosis, which only two 
brigades had escaped. Nevertheless, if 
another was were looming upon our 
horizon, we should welcome any accident, 
however preposterous, that would prevent 
it. 


Anonymity in Art. 


Aut Casar aut nullus, the motto of 
Cesare Borgia, would be a more suitable 
motto, though in a very different sense, 
for Carrefour Editions, a new publishing 
house which has opened in Paris. They 
propose to put an end to the “infernal 
personality-mongering ’’ which, in their 
opinion, is so degrading a feature of the 
publishing business, and, in pursuit of 
this noble end, will preserve the strictest 
anonymity in all their publications. On 
Thursday the firm issued its first 
book, which bore the stern title cf 
‘* Anonymous. Carrefour Editions con- 
tends that artists, owing to the modern 
craze for publicity, are obliged to devote 
half of their energies to the battle of 
recognition for themselves. Nameless, 
therefore, a great author would be able to 
pursue his work untroubled by these 
mundane and unedifying considerations. 
Smaller fry, presumably, unaided by 
clamour and noise, would cease to exist, 
and, to some extent, we are inclined w 
agree that their absence would be no 
loss. Unfortunately, Carrefour Editions 
is likely to have an arduous career, 
since the firm palpably is trying to 
swim against the tide. The great 
artists of the past often were proud 
to produce good work, and sought uo 
higher honour, although one of Greece’s 
greatest dramatists was not ashamed to 
show pique when another was preferred 
above him. To-day, however, the jingling 
of the guinea helps the hurt that honour 
feels, and we may expect that soon Messrs. 
Carrefour will have difficulty with their 
best authors. Yet the firm’s gesture }s 
noble and, like Sir Calidore, deserves the 
sympathy of all who see in the blatancy 
of the age one of our gravest dangers,

Powers. No time will be lost, and the 
French Foreign Office staff is fully em- 
ployed upon the documents, in order thas 
the memorandum may. be issued before 
the end of the month, in which case ia 
will be brought formally before tha 
Assembly of the League of Nations, whicts 
holds its annual session at Geneva early 
in September. In the meantime, the plan 
is not attracting much attention in any 
country other than France, where there is 
keen controversy about its merits. 


The State of Industry. 


The report of the Association of British 
Chambers of Commerce provides material 
for lively discussion. In its advocacy oí 
“ safeguarding ' as a means to deal witn 
the deplorable industrial situation, it has 
the support of the Economic Committee 
of the ‘rade Union Congress, which has 
been flirting openly with mild measures 
of protection; but the suggestion that 
there. must be adjustment of wages in tho 
sheltered trades will raise different feel- 
ings. Any attempt at reduction will 
mean long and bitter industrial strife ; 
for the workmen, backed by their power- 
ful unions, will make no sacrifices without 
a quid pro quo. Things, however, have 
come to such a pass, and ‘‘ ca’ canny ” has 
so penetrated every trade, that wages must 
be reduced, or, alternatively, the men 
will be required to give a fair eight hours’ 
work for eight hours’ pay. Complaints 
about the falling off of the individual 
output are fairly general, and it has be- 
come a common sentiment that two men 
now are required to do the work of one 
before the war. 


Sheffield’s Products. 


Important results ought to be achieved 
by the Industrial Mission on behalf ol 
Sheffield industries which is to make a 
tour of South America. The Department 
of Overseas Trade is assisting the mission, 
which is headed by Mr. A. K. Wilson, tha 
Master Cutler, and by his wife, who, dur 
ing her husband’s term of office, is known 
as the Mistress Cutler. The party will 
arrive at Rio de Janeiro about the end of 
next week, and, after an investigation of 
market conditions and trade possibilities 
in Brazil, will continue its activities in 
Uruguay, Argentina, Chile and Pern. 
There is a wide field for Shefheld products 
in those countries, but complaint has been 
made that the right type of cutlery has 
not been sent, and it is to investigate tha 
actual needs of the market that the 
mission has been arranged. 


The Lambeth Conference. 


The Lambeth Conference, which has 
been in session at Lambeth Palace for a 
month, will conclude its work very 
shortly. It has been attended by some 
three hundred bishops from nearly every 
diocese in the Empire, and there is dis- 
I! appointment among  Churchmen _ that 
reports of its discussions on matters of 
vital importance to the Church and to the 
country should have been restricte@ to 
meagre daily bulletins. It may be foth, 
necessary and desirable that certain sub- 
jects should be considered in private, but 
the public cannot understand why there 
should be so much medieval secrecy 
about the meetings in general. Such, 
however, has been the invariable practice 
and there is not the least likelihood of 
any departure from it. 


London and New York. 


New York claims to be the largest city 
in the world, since its population amounts 
to 9.857.882. which is described as 
2,000,000 more than the population of 
Greater London: but doubt has arisen in 
the United States concerning the claim, 
and, in order to secure first-hand informa- 
tion, Dr. Laidlaw, the Executive Secre- 
tary of the United States Census Com- 
mittee, is coming to London. It appears 
that the New York calculation is based 
upon a twenty-mile radius from the aay 
Hall, and this area ineludes a larg 
population outside the boundaries of New 
York City and extends into the State of 
New Jersey. A comparative area in the 
case “of London would be’ a radius of 
twenty miles from Charing Cross. On 
this basis Dr. Laidlaw intends to make 
his calculation.

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TEXT OF LETTER 
DEMANDING RANSOM, 
The Church Missionary Socicty still 
remains without news regarding the 
safety of Miss E. J. Harrison and Miss 
Edith Nettleton, the women missionaries 
who are in the hands of Fukien Com- 

munists, 

“We can only put it down to the 
evident fact that the Min river is impas- 
sable above Foochow,’’ an official of the 
Society said yesterday. “ Chungan, the 
city where the ladies were stationed, is 
not on the main river, and access to it is 
gained across country, and so, even if the 
Consuls can get launches to go up river, 
they might find it difficult to establish 
communication with the missionaries and 
their captors.’’ 

The Society yesterday received another 
letter from the Rev. J. E. Rigg, dated 
“ Kien-ning, July 8.” This amplifies his 
previous letter and the one’ from Miss 
M. E. Darley, the Dublin missionary, 
received in London three days ago. 


MR. RIGG’S SECOND LETTER, 


In it Mr. Rigg says: “ Miss Harrison 
and Miss Nettleton received a message 
from the Consul. to come away (from 
Chungan), so they made every effort to 
comply with his message. Soldiers came 
up from Kien-yang, taking ammunition, 
and were to return in a day or two. The 
two ladies tried to make arrangements to 
come down with them, but they were 
advised by the people not to trust them- 
selves to the soldiers. Anyway, the 
soldiers left Chungan fifteen hours 
earlier than was expected, without giving 
the two ladies any notice. As I under- 
stand the situation, there was nobody in 
Chungan wise enough who could help 
them in their difficult position.

Lord Iveagh, moving the adoption of

From 
the report the shareholders would see that 
the Board proposed to place the sum of 
£200, to reserve, to pay a final 
dividend on the Ordinary stock of 15 
p.c: and a bonus of 5 p.c., both subject 
to the deduction of income tax. This, 
with the interim dividend of 15 p.c., would 
make a dividend of 30 p.c. and a bonus of 
5 p.c., and leave £807,436 to be carried 
forward to the next account.

MR. MATTHEWS IN

Mr. Matthews, who was Mr. E. W. 
Hook’s companion on the ill-fated flight 
to Australia, ‘which ended when their 
‘plane crashed between Akyab and 

angoon, reached here to-day from 
Prome. 

Mr, Matthews, who was limping, but 
otherwise fit, stated that the Government 
had done everything to try to find Mr. 
Hook. The Deputy Commissioner sent 
out fully-equipped search parties having 
a knowledge of the country, and, realising 
the urgency of the task, organised‘ the 
search within one hour of Mr. Matthews’s 
arrival at Prome. He also sent messages 
asking men at outlying stations to join 
in the search immediately. 

BAD WEATHER. 

The weather conditions were terrible. at 
the time, and Mr.. Matthews was of 
opinion that the Government parties did 
whatever was humanly possible. He left 
Mr. Hook far away, and in an almost 
comatose condition, with the object of 
getting help quickly. 

The body was ultimately found seven 
miles away from the spot where he left 
Mr: Hook. From reports it was evident 
that floods had carried away the body, 
subsequently -depositing it on a bank 
when the water subsided. The fact that 
the official search parties several times 
passed the place where Mr. Hook's: body 
was eventually found without finding any 
trace of it seemed to establish that con- 
clusion. 

THE JOURNEY THROUGH THE 
FOREST. 

Mr. Matthews could not explain how 
he managed to reach safety. He was of 
opinion that Mr. Hook’s condition was 
such when he left him that he could not 
live for more than a day, and he.himself 
would possibly have shared the same fate 
if he had not been found within twenty- 
four hours. 

Mr. Matthews added that during his 
journey thróugh the forest—with his 
Burman rescuers—he sustained himself 
by chewing leaves, but ate none of the 
fruits which were available, for fear that 
they might be poisonous. He lost fifty 
pounds in weight as the result of his 
privations. 

READY TO FLY AGAIN, 

Mr. Matthews said, with grateful 
emphasis, that no one could have done 
more for him than the Burmans who 
found him. He said that he was ready to 
fly again from England to Australia. 

He intends going home in the middle of 
September, working his passage.

A FEW YEARS.

In. the first formal broadcast address 
he has given, Colonel Lindbergh to-day 
-advocated uniform flying regulations for 
all nations, and predicted that the next 
few years would bring trans-Ocean air 
services, which would unite the Continen- 
tal routes already established into one 
great network covering the world. 

Speaking into the microphone in the 
Columbia Broadcasting Studio in New 
York, Colonel Lindbergh delivered his ad- 
dress twice—first by short wave to listeners 
in Europe,. Asia, Africa and Australia, 
and later to listeners in America. 

‘* Unless some radical scientific dis- 
covery revolutionises our present aircraft 
we cannot compete with ships and rait: 
ways in the transport of most articles >f 
commerce,’’ he declared. ‘‘ The mission 
of aircraft is rather to simplify inter- 
.course between countries by rapid trans- 
port of passengers and mails, to bring us 
into closer contact with other peoples, and 
to facilitate mutual understanding and 
trade. 

“The twentieth century has brought a 
third dimension in transport. The aero- 
plane and airship are placing time and 
distance on a new plane of relativity. Ths 
most important effect of aviation will ke 
on international relations; for, when 
measured in hours of flying time, the great 
distances of the old world no longer exi3*.”’

CANADIAN CABINET. 


THE NEW TURN IN 
POLITICS. 


we The Times to-day, in a leading article 
on the new Canadian Cabinet, says:—It 
is no disrespect to his colleagues to 
recognise that, as Mr. Bennett has been 
the outstanding member of his party in 
opposition, so he will be: the dominating 
figure in his Cabinet. It is significant 
that he is not only taking up the duties 
of Prime Minister’ and of Minister for 
External Affairs, but is also taking 
oe of finance, and will thus have 
tari policy, the issue upon which the 
Liberals hoped to win the election, in his 
own immediate care. Under a leader who 
has so completely ‘changed the party 
fortunes within a few years, that where 
there was defeat and apathy there 
is now success and enthusiasm, the 
new Cabinet starts its career with high 
hopes. Its future will depend upon the 
degree of its positive achievement; for the 
complexity of the business of government 
in Canada, as elsewhere in the post-war 
world, dooms mere carrying-on to certain 
failure. The decision to call an early 
session of Parliament to deal with the 
threatening problem of unemployment is 
an indication that Mr. Bennett is aware 
of the urgency of the popular demand for 
action. In Canada the evil is not as great 
as it is in England, but it is serious 
enough to provide a severe ordeal for his 
Government. 
A PARADOX. 

One of the paradoxes of Canadian 
politics—the party allegiance of Quebec— 
has been greatly modified by the election. 
It was an accidental result of circum- 
stances that for so long the Conservative 
French Roman Catholics of Quebec 
should vote solidly for the Liberals. 
The prestige of Laurier kept the 
electors of the province from following 
what would have been their natural bent, 
and when the influence of his memory 
began to wane the quarrel over conscrip 
tion gave the Liberals a renewed hold 
upon this stronghold. In the last Par- 
liament the eprvesentation of the Province 
was still almost entirely Liberal: Only 
four of the sixty-five members from Quebec 
were Conservative. In the new Parlia- 
ment there are twenty-lour Conservatives. 

lt is only natural that the high pro- 
tection. advocated by Mr. Bennett should 
win the votes of the Quebec industrialists, 
but while it would have been as natural 
for them to vote Conservative before, they 
remained Liberal in earlier elections. I: 
is true that the bitterness aroused by 
the conscription controversy has lessened 
with the passing of time, and Mr, Bennett 
was never himself’ concerned in it; but, 
on the other hand, the Conservatives of 
Saskatchewan had been identified with the 
Protestant vote, so that in so far as re- 
ligious matters are concerned there was 
no reason why all Quebec should not con- 
tinue to oppose Mr. .Bennett’s party. 

The fact that twenty-four Conservatives 
have just been returned makes it clear 
that a great many Quebec electors voted 
not on religious lines, but according to 
their fiscal/views—a change plainly due to 
the less rigid attitude of the Church. This 
is a new turn in politics, of great import- 
ance to the parties, to the Church, to the 
provinces and, indeed, to the Dominion as 
a whole. The complete identification. of 
the Church with one party was politically 
unhealthy. It is better for the Church to 
have its adherents in both parties, and it 
is infinitely better for the State. 


AUSTRALIAN UNEMPLOYMENT. 


The Times Correspondent at Melbourne 
writes:—Trade union officials estimate the 
number of unemployed in Australia at 180,000 
and the number of employed last year 
as 1,854,000 men and 865,000 women, boys 
and girls.. These unexampled unemployment 
figures are partly due to the winter and the 
repercussion of the disastrous coal striké in 
New South Wales, but these causes dwindle 
iii importance compared with the economic 
and financial factors upon which future calcu- 
lations are being exclusively based.

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WORKERS RETURNING AT 
LILLE.

LILLE, Friday. 

The strike of textile workers has taken a 
rather more hopefal aspect here, as 2,000 re- 
turned to work to-day, bringing the number 
of strikers in Lille down to 26,000. No 
diminution of the strike has, however, been 
recorded from Tourcoing to-day. 

An unofficial estimate places the total 
number of men out in the Roubaix, Tour- 
coing, and Lille areas combined at 100,000. 
At Roubaix more than half the textile 
workers are out, and at Tourcoing nearly 
half. A demand for an increase in wages 
to meet the increased cost of living is the 
motive for the strike, certain of the workers 
also taking exception to the provisions of the 
new Social Insurance Act, which calls for a 
contribution from the workers, as well as 
from their employers. 

The workers consider that they should re- 
ceive increased wages as an offset to the 
sums due by them under the new Act.

PESHAWAR PREPARED 
F OR ATTACK.

PESHAWAR, Friday. ' 
\Afridis belonging to the hostile lashkar 
(the strength of which has been estimated 
at between 5,000 and 10,000) are reported 
this evening to have reached the village 
of Sorozai, about three miles south of 
Peshawar City. An attack is believed to 
be developing. 


During Wednesday and yesterday two © 


squadrons of the Royal Air Force bombed 
the Afridis gathering in the valley of the 
Bara River. 

The outposts of the troops holding the 
Bara Fort-Jamrud Fort line were in con- 
tact with small bands last night, when 
advance parties of Afridis penetrated into 
the villages between the hills and Pesha- 
war. 

One party was encountered by our troops 
at Landi, about a mile from the city, and 
lost one killed and possibly some wounded... 

To-day cavalry searched the villages in 
the neighbourhood of the caves west of. the 
Kajuri plain, where the main body of the 
lashkar was believed to be in hiding. 

Air bombing of trans-border districts 
was continued. Afridis found in the 
vicinity of Bara Fort and the village of 
Sheikh Mohdi, north-east of the fort, on 
the way to Peshawar, were bombed this 
afternoon and pursued by cavalry. 


TROOPS ATTACKED.

PESHAWAR, Friday. 
A feeble attack was made on British 
troops one mile from Peshawar last night 
by a raiding party from the army of 10,000 
hostile tribesmen who are encamped in 
the Bara Valley, twelve miles away ) 
Peshawar is defended by the 2nd 
Battalion of the King’s Own Yorkshire 
Light Infantry, No. 1 Armoured Car Com- 
pany and two Sikh regiments. Troops are 


on duty at the strategic points, and the 


city gates are closed. 


GOOD WORK BY AIR FORCE. 
The Royal Air Force has done such 
excellent work during the last three days 


that it is believed that any serious attack’ ' 


on Peshawar will fizzle out altogether. 
Fifty-four R.A.F. ‘planes 
bombing the tribesmen. 
Peshawar, with its 100,000 inhabitants, 
is one of the strategic centres of the 
Empire. It is the military key to India, 
commanding the Khyber Pass road from 
Afghanistan, Russia, Persia and Central 
Asia, through which hordes of invaders 
have poured at intervals in past centuries. 
Between the city of Peshawar and the 


Indian-Afghan frontier stretches an area . 


of tribal territory which, although 
nominally in British India, is controlled 
indirectly by payments of money to local 
headmen, and occasionally by a display of 
force. It is from this “ No Man’s Land ” 
that the Afridis have emerged, stirred by 
religious and racial agitators, with visions 
of sacking the rich city of Peshawar. 
Later. 

Although the raiding party from the 
Afridi laskhar which attacked the village 
of Landi, near Peshawar, last night, fled 
after an exchange of shots with British 
troops, the main attack is expected to- 
night, and the city and cantonments are 
closely guarded.

The Assistant 
Commissioner at Chaman also set out at 
the head of levies and a detachment of 
Gurkhas to Toba Plateau, in an endeavour 
to cut off the reterat of the raiders to their 
own territory. 

On two occasions the party led by the 
Assistant Commissioner at Pishin came 
into contact with the raiders. Shots. were 


exchanged, and the raiders were eventually '“ 


forced to retreat, leaving behind them the 
ponies they had stolen. 

The party of levies from Chaman also 
overtook some of the raiders, and after 
some firing succeeded in recovering the 
looted camels. 

Owing to the difficult nature of the 
country the raiders themselves managed 
to evade capture and recross the border.
